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A  little  boy  planted  a  seed.  His  father 
told  him  that  if  the  seed  was  taken  care 
of,  one  day  it  would  grow  into  a  big, 
strong  oak  tree.  Day  after  day,  the  little  boy 
patiently  watered  the  seed  and  looked  for  his 
tree  to  appear.  Summer  turned  to  fall  and 
eventually  winter  came.  Frustrated  because 
his  tree  had  not  grown,  the  little  boy  gave  up 
and  wondered  what  went  wrong.  Underneath 
the  soil,  however,  firm  roots  were  growing, 
giving  the  tree  the  strong  foundation  it  would 
need  in  the  future. 

The  boy  moved  away  and  forgot  about  the 
seed.  He  grew  up,  got  married  and  had  a  son 
of  his  own.  Upon  returning  to  the  place  where 
he  had  planted  the  seed,  he  was  surprised  to 
find  that  it  had  grown  and  a  small  tree  now 
stood  there.  He  realized  strong  roots  were 
formed  and  that  even  when  storms  came,  the 
tree  would  be  strong  enough  to  stand  and 
would  continue  to  grow.  He  told  his  son  how 
God  made  the  seed  grow  and  how  one  day  that 
tree  will  stand  taller  than  all  the  other  trees 
around  it.

The  proceedings  were 
stopped  briefly  when  psychology 
major  Robert  Deckert  became 
the  14,500  person  to  graduate 
from  Taylor  since  1846.  As  the 
recessional  began,  and  the 
seniors  left  the  gym  as  Taylor 
alumni,  they  held  to  Dr.  Fry's 
words  that  although  Taylor  was 
no  longer  their  home,  "You  are 
not  homeless.
